WHEREAS, The Board of Directors of the Chickasaw Basin Authority, at its meeting on
July 17, 2009, approved a motion to approve an additional $200,000.00 for acquisition and
closing costs of land and right-of-way needed for Wolf River Ecosystem Restoration Project; and

WHEREAS, On January 14, 2004, a Project Cooperation Agreement for the Wolf River
Ecosystem Restoration Project was executed by and between the Department of the Army
represented by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, and Shelby County along with the Chickasaw
Basin Authority, as the local sponsors; and

WHEREAS, On June 29, 2006, an Inter-local Governmental Agreement, setting forth the
terms of the financial support to be received from the Town of Collierville for Wolf River
Ecosystem Restoration Project, was executed by and between the Town of Collierville and
Shelby County along with the Chickasaw Basin Authority, as the local sponsors, which is
attached hereto as Exhibit “A” and incorporated herein by reference; and

WHEREAS, Additional land and right-of-way needed for this project must now be
acquired; and

WHEREAS, Part of the total estimated cost for acquisition and closing costs of land and
right-of-way is $200,000.00 which will be paid from funds obtained by the Chickasaw Basin
Authority through monetary donations from the Town of Collierville; and

WHEREAS, It is necessary to appropriate funds to cover the cost of the needed land and
the associated closing expenses.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY
COMMISSIONERS OF SHELBY COUNTY, TENNESSEE, That the FY 2009-10 Capital
Projects Budget is hereby amended by increasing estimated revenues in account no. 908-300171-



4432, Other Governments Cost Reimbursements and allocations in account no. 908-300171-
8929, Chickasaw Basin Authority, by $ 200,000.00 each.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That funds in the amount of $200,000.00 be and the
same are hereby appropriated from the FY 2009-10 Capital Projects Budget in account no. 908-
300171-8929, Chickasaw Basin Authority.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Mayor and the Director of Administration
and Finance be and are hereby authorized to issue their warrant or warrants in amounts not to
exceed $200,000.00 upon request for payment from the Director of Public Works for the
purposes contained in this resolution and to take proper credit in their accounting therefor.

WHEREAS, On Yanuary 14, 2004, a Project Cooperation Agreement for the Woll River
Ecosystem Restoration Project (the “Project Agreement™) was executed by and between the Department
of the Army. represented by the 115, Anmy Corps of Engineers, and Shelby Couenty, Tenmessee, along
with the Chickasaw Basin Authority as the local sponsors, to initiate the 310 million federal project
mtended to stabilize the Wolf River and create 2 permanent wildlile corridor along the same, between
Houston Leves Rd. on the west and Collierville-Arlington Rd. on the cast; and

WHEREAS, The project requires the acquisition of approximately 2,111 acres of floodway land
Tocated immediately adjacent w and along both sides of the Wolf River between Houston Levee Road and
Caollierville-Arlington Road at a projected cost of 32,923, 000,00 amd

WHEREAS, During the summer of 2003, in preparation for this project. the County and the
CBA approached the Town of Callicrville soliciting its support Tor this project in the areas of funding for
the required land acquisitions and & confirmation of the Town’s interest to manage the wildlife corridor
under the provisions of o mutoally acceptable, luture Management Agreement; and

WHEREAS, The Town subsequently confimmed its funding commitment, pledging a total of
£1.000.000.00 tw help cover the purchase of the required tand, in aceordance with the provisions of the
Town’s letter dated September 24, 2003, a copy of which is attached hereto and made part hereof as
Exhibits “A-17" and “A-27, and its interest in managing the wildlife comdor under the provisions of a
mutually acceptable, future Management Agreement, and

WHEREAS, The Town suhscquently determined that its payment of the aforementioned
S1.000,000.00 pledge would best be handled by the payment of five cqual, annual instaliments in the
amoant of F200,M00.00 each and thus. paid the firs installment of $200,000.00 on March 3, 2003 via,
Check no. U781 76; and

WHEREAS, The Town's auditors have recommended that an Inter-lacal Agresment,
memorialiang the parties commitments and roles in the project, be approved by the Town's Mayor and
Board of Aldermen and executed by the parties tereto prior 1o the payment of additonal funding
installments; and,

WHEREAS, The Town's second funding installment in the amount of B200,000000 15 now
needed to continue the purchase of the required and for this project.

2. The County and the CBA agree to allow the Town to manage the wildhfe comdor under the
provisions of a mutually acceptable, future Management Apgreement and the Town hereby confirms its interest and
desire Lo manape the wildlife comidor under such Manaremenl Apreement.
